Subject: Deportation of Dutch Jews 

on 12 August 1942, a phone call from SS Obersturmfuehrer Erich 
Rajakowitsch, then chief of IV B 4 of the SIPO-SD in the Netherlands, the Jewish 
service (Judenreferat), informed the bds in Paris that they could proceed with 
"evacuating" (deporting) Dutch Jews residing in France. 

This was considered as an order which put into motion the following 
events: 

in France, the Jews apprehended by the SIPO-SD or under their orders were, 
at first, interned in a camp in suburban Paris in Drancy. It was here where convoys 
were formed that would bring Jews to German camps where they would be 
quickly exterminated, in Drancy, each convoy went through a thorough 
accounting. A list of the names and Etat-civil (often incomplete) of all those in the 
convoy was established. Then a numerical list was created. This all formed a 
record kept in camp archives. The biggest part of these lists was left in Drancy 
after the evacuation of the camp by the SS and it was recovered. These lists are 
now in Paris and examination of them shows that Dr. Rajakowitsch’s order was 
immediately carried out. 

On the numerical list sorted by nationality, there was a heading for the 
Dutch, dated 14 August. This category was empty. But in the 20 August convoy 
were three Dutch. On 21 August, three more were transported; on 24 August, 13 
more; 26 August 41 Dutch; 31 August 13 Dutch; 7 September eight Dutch, etc... 
Thus, the Dutch Jews hiding in France and discovered by the SIPO-SD were 
immediately deported. 

To support this example, the names and identities of the Dutch Jews found 
in the first convoys following the orders of Dr. Rajakowitsch have been omitted. 
We note that this list contained the names of seven children between three and 
ten years old. Young children were immediate gassed upon arriving in camp.
